Hits Merit Rating 
Revision of the unemployment 
insurance system In 
ine 
with a 
recommendation of Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau, BUC officials 
asserted, would knock out a merit 
rating program under which Ohio 
employers are expected to pay about 
$40,000,000 Into the Insurance fund j 
this year. 
Employers now are taxed a per­ 
centage of their pay roll for un- j 
employment Insurance, according to 
‘he stability of employment in their 
business. Merit rating is intended to I 
encourage steady employment. Last 
venr’s contributions totaled $75.- 
000,000 from a 3 per cent tax on 
payrolls of 57,000 employers of some 
2,000,000 workeis. Employes do not 
contribute.
